Walker and Others.

Judge Megee sustained a motion to 
discharge the defendants in the con­ 
tempt 
proceedings 
brought 
by 
Charles A. Fra zee, receiver for A. P. 
Walker, against A. P. Walker, Lee 
Pearson and Jeremy Walker. 
The 
court held that there was not suffic­ 
ient evidence to show that the men 
were in contempt of court and dis­ 
missed the case even before the de­ 
fense introduced any evidence. 
The case was hard fought from 
start to finish and several points of 
law were brought up before the court. 
Two of these were favorable to the 
receiver’s side of the case. The court 
held that evidence should be intro­ 
duced in all three of the cases, when 
the defense held that after the sep­ 
arate answers had been filed only the 
case against Jeremy Walker should 
be hea**d. 
The court also overruled 
motions to dismiss filed at the start 
of the case this morning. 


The affidavit alleging contempt as 
fded by Frazee 
stated that A. P 
Walker had threatened the life of L. 
0. Vannice and Vanniee on the wit­ 
ness stand denied this and 
stated 
that the only 
one at the 
Walker 
farm at the time of the recent trouble 
when he was sent there to get a cow 
belonging to W. R. Schuller of Ham­ 
ilton that threatened to kill him was 
Jeremy Walker. 
Vannice testified 
that Jerry Walker came at him with 
a piece of gas pipe and called him 
vile names. 
The affidavit for contempt also 
stated that the interference with the 
duties of the receiver occurred while 
Vannice was engaged in getting the 
cow. 
It was shown that he had al­ 
ready shipped 
the cow 
and the 
trouble occurred 
after he 
had re­ 
turned to the Walker farm. 
Judge 
Megee allowed every bit of evidence 
pertaining to the case to be intro­ 
duced as he desired to go to the bot­ 
tom of the matter. 
After it was 
shown that 
A. P. Walker had not 
threatened his life and had not at 
this time interfered with the work of 
the receiver, there was nothing to do 
but dismiss the case. 
Judge Megee in returning his de­ 
cision issued a warning against the 
interference with the work of the 
receiver. 
“There is not enough evi­ 
dence to show that Mr. Frazee was 
interfered with in his' work,” said 
Judge Megee, “but it does show that 
there is a feeling existing between 
some of the parties. 
If the work of 
the receiver is hindered in any way 
in the future I promise not to let the 
offender off with a fine.” 
When the cases in the circuit court 
were dismissed, the plaintiff in the 
surety of peace proceedings before 
Mayor Bebout 
dismissed the three 
cases. 
This was expected when the 
cases in the circuit court ended as 
they did. 
In the contempt cases the plaintiff 
used three witnesses, Charles A. Fra­ 
zee, L. G. Vannice and A. L. Winship. 
Frazee stated that he had filed the 
charge on information from Vannice 
and admitted that A. P. Walker did 
not make any threats against Van- 
nice. The purpose of A. L. Winship’s 
testimony was to show that Walker 
did not have any love for Vannice 
and told of a conversation he had 
with Walker in which Vannice’s name 
was mentioned. 
The receiver won the first round

He said in p a r t: 


“The essential steps of salvation 
are outlined in the text. 
The first 
stop is repentance. 
The word liter­ 
ally means to “change 
the 
mind.” 
This includes also a surrender of 
the will to God. 
It is therefore an 
inward change. 
The scriptures do 
not tell us to change our conduct or 
character as the first requirement, 
but to repent. 
We are wrong at the 
other. 
If our wills are changed the 
conduct 
and 
character 
will 
changed. 
A moralist changes 
his 
outward conduct. 
But 
repentance 
lias to do with the inner springs of 
action. 


“The second step is 
conversion. 
As translated in the text means to 
turn. 
It is a turning from sin and 
a turning to God. 
Conversion is not 
conformity to religious conventions 
There must be nothing less than an 
abandonment of sin, and a trust in 
God to take away 
our 
guilt. 
Sin 
has been defined a s an aversion to I 
God and a conversion to the world. 
But salvation is an aversion to the | 
world and a conversion to God. 
“The third 
step is 
remission of 


sins. 
The phrase in 
the 
text 
is 
“ blotted out.’ 
It 
literally 
means 
‘erased/ 
It is a reference to the 
ancient method of keeping accounts 
on a wax tablet. When the debt was 
paid the wax was flattened 
down 
and the account erased. 
God like­ 
wise t a k e s away all our sins so that 
no trace of it is left. 
The account 
disappears so that 
it 
will 
never 
come tip again to trouble us. 


“The fourth step is the witness of 
the Spirit or “reasons of refreshing” 
as the text expresses it. 
The phrase 
means times of cooling, being an al­ 
lusion to the custom in the orient of 
retiring to the shade in the heat of 
the day. 
Likewise w’e are refreshed 
in our spirits by what God does for 
us in the way of forgiveness. 
Sin 
kindles a fire in our bones, but how 
refreshing is the peace of mind, the 
quiet conscience, the joy of heart, 
the renewed life. 
A 
better 
phase 
could hardly be found to express the 
inward satisfaction and blessedness 
which com es through salvation.”

Dirt Highways

The cost of hauling over country 
roads is largely determined by the 


size of the load that can be hauled 


the number of trips that can be made 


in a day, and the wear and tear on 


teams and equipment, according to 


a bulletin just issued by the United 


States office of public roads. 


Steep grades as well as ruts and 


mudholes. says the bulletin, serve to 


decrease both the speed and load. On 
the principle that a chain 
is 
no 
stronger than its weakest link, the 
maximum load that a team can draw 
is the load that can draw up the 
steepest hill or through the deepest 
mud hole on that road. 


Wherever possible roads should be 
located on straight lines between ter­ 
minal points. In hilly or mountainous 
country, however, the attempts to 
keep roads straight between termin­ 
als often leads to the serious error 
of heavy grades. Straightness and 
grade must, therefore, be handled to­ 
gether. The best 
location is 
one 
which is straight in general direction 
is free from steep grades, is located 
on solid ground, and serves the larg j 
e>t possible number of people. Roods 
should be located for the benefit of 
tlie public, a s well a s the private 
landowner. 


The (diminution of 1 or 2 
steep 
hills, on a line «»t road will frequent 
ly enable horses to 
draw .1 or 
4 
times as much as they could draw on J 
the old road. It takes approximate­ 
ly four times as much power to draw < 
loads up l<l per cent grades (10 feet 1 
vertical in 100 horizontal) as on a < 
level: but on a 4 per cent or 5 per 
cent grade a horse can usually draw 1 
(for a s h o r t time) as much as he can 
draw on a level. A 4 per cent grade H 
i>, therefore, considered the maxi- < 
mum on roads subject to heavy haul 
1 
ing. Many steep grades may be avoid 
ed by locating the road around in- i 
stead of over tlie hill-—-the handle of

Testimony Showed That L. G. Van- 


nice Was Threatened Only by

Judge Megee sustained a motion to 


discharge the defendants in the eon- 
tempi 
proceedings 
brought 
by 


Charles A. Frazee. receiver for A. P. 
Walker, against A. P. Walker. Lee 
Pearson and Jeremy Walker. The 
court held that there was not suffic- 
ient evidence to show that the men 
were in contempt of court and dis- 
missed the cn.se even before the de- 
fense introduced any evidence. 


The case was hard fought from 


start to finish and several points of 
law were brought up before the court. 
Two of these were favorable to the 
receiver's side of the case. The court 
held that evidence should be intro- 
duced in all three of the cases, when 
the defense held that after the sep- 
arate answers had been filed only the 
case against Jeremy Walker should 
be lie:i'-d. 
The court also overruled 


motions 10 dismiss filed at the start 
of the case this morning. 


The affidavit alleging; contempt as 


filed by Frazee 
stated that A. P 


Walker hud threatened the life of L. 
0. Vannice and Vannice on the wit- 
ness stand denied this and 
stated 


that the only 
one at the 
Walker 


farm at the time of the recent trouble 
when he was sent there to get a cow 
belonging to W. B. Schuller of Ham- 
ilton that threatened to kill him was 
Jeremy Wulker. 
Vannice testified 


that Jerry Walker came at him with 
a piece of gas pipe and called him 
vile names. 


The affidavit for contempt also 


stated that the interference with the 
duties of the receiver occurred while 
Vannice was engaged in getting the 
cow. 
It was shown that he had al- 


ready shipped 
the cow 
and the 


trouble occurred 
after he had re- 


turned to the Walker farm. 
Judge 


Megee allowed every bit of evidence 
pertaining to the case to be intro- 
duced as lie desired to go to the bot- 
tom of the matter. 
After it was 


shown that 
A. P. Walker had not 


threatened his life and had not at 
this time interfered with the work of 
the receiver, there was nothing to do 
but dismiss the case. 


Judge Megee in returning his de- 


cision issued a -warning against the 
interference with the work of the 
receiver. "There is not enough evi- 
dence to show that Mr. Frazee was 
interfered with in his' work.'' said 
Judge Megee. "but it does show that 
there is a feeling existing between 
some of the parties. If the work of 
the receiver is hindered in any way 
in the future I promise not to let the 
offender off with a fine." 


When the cases in the circuit court

VILLA IS FOR PROHIBITION 


D1DNTKNOW IT WAS LOADED 


Saloons to Be Closed in Territory Cc-- 


trolled by Him. 


El Psso, March 9.—Juarez has re- 


ceived official notification of an edict 
by Pancho Villa declaring that the ter- 
ritory which he captures hereafter, 
together with that he now holds, will 
be operated as prohibition territory 
and that all saloons must be closed. 
This; edict was not issued until Villa's 
operation of the Chihuahua brewery 
proved a failure. 
The edict will not 


apply to Juarez, where foreigner.; pay 
a heavy license to operate saloons and 
gambling houses for the diversion of 
American tourists. 


Villa's failure to make a success of 


his brewery operations became pub- 
lic knowledge at the same time it be- 
came known that his efforts to make 
his own shrapnel shells and to build 
an armored auto for operation against 
the federals were failures. His carly 
proclaimed socialistic government, in- 
cluding the establishment of a state 
bank, has failed to succeed with time. 


The reopening of private banks has 


not taken place as Villa said it would, 
and the general resumption of indus- 
trial activities has not taken place. 
The American Smelting and Refining 
company plant is operating at Chihua- 
hua, but the big foreign mines that 
General Villa said a month ago would 
soon be operating with hundreds of 
men are still unoccupied. This is a 
big source of expected revenue, but 
has not materialized and today it is 
asserted on the border that Villa is 
without funds to maintain his troops 
much longer, and that there is much 
dissatisfaction. 


In Chihuahua Americans say there 


is a reign of suppressed terror, not so 
much at open lawlessness, because, on 
the surface, Villa is preserving the 
peace, but because of fear of the next 
step that Villa may take—whether in 
the Hue of confiscation of property or 
the arrest of citizens. 
Even those 


nearest Villa appear not to feel per 
feetly secure. Genera] Carranza con- 
tinues to stay at Agua Prieta, 300 
miles from Juarez. It is announced 
that Carranza has ordered Villa to 
take no further action in the Terrazas 
ransom affair pending the receipt of 
further orders.
